from certifjlnjj the return? of 
"the pretended election" to the 
secretary o fstate. The action was 
brought by Mr. Walton as gover- 
nor.At the same time, it was an- 
nounced fojt Campbell Russell, 
former chairman of the state cor- 
poration commission and a lead- 
er in the opposition to Governor 
Walton, that he would file imme- 
diately a petition for a grand 
Jury in district court to investi- 
gates official acts of the executive. 
Mr. Russell circulated the peti- 
tion on the streets early today. 
The petition, Mr. Russell said 
would seek an investigation of alleg-

nor "Walton and also would direct an 
Inquiry into the governor's action in

Pryor G. Ragland, these showing the total amount of taxes written by 
him and turned over to David P. Garvin, city collector for collection 
for the current year up to October 1st. 


Comparative statements for the calendar years 1921 and 1922 em- 


phasize the conservative, but substantial growth of the citr, tax 
statements being invariably a true index of economic conditions. 


Mr. Ragland's figures show that taxes assessed on real estate, tan- 


gible and intangible property public service corporations, fiduciaries. 
banks and licenses which represent alLof the values inthe city subject 
to tax levy for the year 1923 until the first of this month total $556,- 
967.78—nearly ten thousand dollars more than was assessed for the 
entire calendar year of 1922. Mr. Ragland conservatively estimates 
taxes collectable for the balance of the year at $18.000 which, if ad- 
ded to the collectible"amounts from January 1st to October 1st., makes 
a total of $574.967.78, or $26,666.58 more tfcan last year.

The question was put to Charles R. 


Flint, widely known as the "Father 
of Trusts," friend and confidant of all 
the big business leaders of the past 
century, who at 73 has just written a 
book on his unique career, " Memoirs 
of an Active Life." 
"Henry Ford is -the greatest busi- 


ness wizard of history." says Flint. 
"What heights he will reach cannot 
be foretold. 
"People used to be suspicious of 
trusts and hated them. 
I acted as 
organizer in forming- 21 industrial 
consolidations, which have often been 
confused with 'trusts.' 
I think the 


public has now come to believe that 
industrial consolidations have really 
brought low prices to the consumer. 


"Ford has done the same thing in- 


dividually as a large industrial con- 
solidation has done, reducing manu- 
facturing and distribution costs by 
similar methods." 
Flint, who drives his own flivver to 
his Wall Street office, says Ford is 
great because his product "h^s gone 
far to prevent class distinction in 
America." 
"Industrial managers of today." he 


says, "have arrived at the age of wis- 
dom. Their public service is in stan- 
dardizing quality and In creating low 
prices to the public through tremen- 
dous volume and quantity production. 


"That's the test of a business wiz- 


ard. 
Rockefeller was the first, then 


came Carnegie. But of living Ameri- 
cans I would put Ford first, and 
Rockefeller second. 
They are both 


m the one-man-class, though Rocke- 
feller later added to or obsorbed oth- 
er companies after setting up indi- 
vidually the same kind of production 
organization that Ford has more re- 
cently created. 
'•Schwab is third in the list because 
he has been the greatest steel master 
in standardizing metal production. I 
would put fourth a man not so well 
known—George F. Johnson, president 
of the Endicott-Johnson Company, 
whose contribution to the shoe indus- 
try is comparable to that of Schwab 
in steel. J. Ogrden Armour in meat, 
and Earl D Babst in sugar. Armour. 
head of the packing firm of Armour 
& Company, and Babst. president of 
the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, are fifth and sixth on rny list 
"I would put seventh another man 


with whom the public is not generally 
acquainted—Thomas J Watson, pres- 
ident of the Computing-Tabulating- 
Recording Company, because his bus- 
iness machines which seem actually 
to think, are saving: millions in sys- 
tematizing office work. 


C. R FLINT, WHO PICKS WIZARDS 
who in their fields have done work 
similar to Schwab, Johnson, Armour 
and Babst; these are William H. 
Wellington, head of the cotton textile 
firm 
of Wellington, Se<ars & Com- 


pany, Charles A. Coffin, chairman of 
the board of the General Electric 
Company, and George Eastman, pres- 
ident of the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany." 
Flint gave his list of business wiz- 
ard* to NEA Service in an interview 
amplifying views, in his forthcoming 
book, on changing conditions in busi- 
ness. He pays a tribue to the intelli- 
gent cooperation of labor 
leaders, 


adding: 
"The evolution of industrial prog- 


ress has now reached an advanced 
stage where its continued develop- 
ment must be through industrial con- 
solidation; these facts are being gen- 
erally realized by wage-earners 


'•This is the great lesson of econo- 


mics: 
The more easily each of us 


can produce the more there will be 
for each of us—of goods and leisure." 
Flint, though himself the organizer 


of the chewing gum "trust." admits 
in a chapter of his book that "William 
Wrigley is the greatest single business 
success in America resulting from ad- 
vertising-—which, in one case at least,

As merchant, banker and industrial 


leader. Flint has had a career that 
requires 46 lines to summarize in 
Who's Who. His office walls are Cov- 
ered with autographed pictures' of

and Kavc their opinions as to changer 
that would effect an Improvement. 
Jas. I. Pritchett, Jr., presided and 


after briefly statin* the purpose of 
the meeting called upon W. B. Smith 
of the Klwanis club, to present the 
matter more fully. 


Mr Smith took up in detail many 


of the 
difficulties faced in solving! 


the traffic quesMon and threw out 
many Interesting suggestions in the 
way of more effective police regula- 
tion, parking privileges and perma- 
nent rp-arrangements of the streets. 


One point that was first broachec 


by Mr. Smith and which finally way 
accepted by the majority of those pre 
sent as likely to do the most goof 
was the arousing of the public con- 
science to the necessity of obeyinj, 
traffic laws." 
He placed his appea 


on the plane of consideration for oth- 
ers courtesy and general good citi- 
zenship. It was his belief that traf- 
fic laws were well enough, but ex- 
perience had proved that unless tho 
public was educated and aroused the 
laws were 
more 
honored 
in the 


breach than in the observance. 


Traffic Officer F. G. Towell in his 
talk, showed that he had given the 
question of the handling of traffic 
much consideration. It was his opin- 
ion that education of the people and 
a stringent 
enforcement of 
traffic 
laws, with a larger force than at pre- 
sent, would do more to solve the prob- 
lem than anything else. 
Many 
suggestions 
were 
offered 


looking to relief of congestion on Main 
street. 
The paving of Spring street 
was thought by many an excellent 
thing, and it is understood that the 
city is considering this improvement 
Smooth paving of Patton street from 
Union to Ridge was also proposed, 
it being asserted that such a street 
would draw much traffic of Main 
between blocks that are most con- 
gested. 
Gilmer >Holland said that in any 


system of traffic regulation two things 
had to.be considered, safety and the 
accommodation of the greatest num 
her. 
He then went on to say that

He also suggested that 
the repair of the Worsham stree 
bridge so that heavy traffic might be 
diverted over it would tend to re- 
lieve congestion on lower Main.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—There la a pos- 


sibility 
that-" a German ministerial 
crisis will be averted' inasmuch as the 
united socialists have said they are 
prepared to make a fe wconcessiona, 
says an exchange telegraph despatch 
from Berlin today. 


The nationalist party has requested 


the appointment of Minoux, managing 
director of the Stinnes concern, a.s 
minister of finance in place of Herr 
Hilferding-. 


The socialist group in the Saxon 


Diet has decided to invite the com- 
munists to join the government on the 
condition that they recognize the con- 
stitution, the despatch adds. 


A Berlin telegram to Reuters says 


It is officially announced that *he di<- 
cussions of the German cabinet last 
evening centered chiefly around the 
question of the increased output in 
industry, which the cabinet, by vir- 
tue of the emergency law, proposes 
to carry through. 


The socialist and democrats in the 


cabinet will inform their parties of 
the^ arrangement decided upon and 
the democrats wil ladvlse the chancel- 
lor of their attitude at noon today. 


Possibility of a cabinet crisis arose 


from the united socialists' opnosition 
to the state emergency. 


This stand by the socialists, early 


reports said, apparently forecast ti'e 
fall of the ministry inasmuch as the 
recall of the emergency would ser- 
iously compromise the central govern- 
ment in Bavaria where it is partic- 
ularly desirous of showing strength 
The political confusion had alreadj 
resulted in the resignation 
of two 
cabinet ministers, according to re 
ports received here. Dr. Hans Luth- 
er, the food minister, and Hans Von 
Raumer. holder of the portfolio o: 
economics, are said to have resigned 
although the latter's resignation 
is 


represented as being due only to per- 
sonal reasons. 


Other reports say that Premier Von 


Knilhng of Bavaria has resigned and 
is to be succeeded by Dr. Von Kahr 
the military dictator, that the TVuri- 
temberg government Is negotiating 
with Bavaria for joint separatists ac- 
tion against Berlin and that Dr. Von 
Kahr has made friendly advances to- 
ward Adolf Hitler, the Bavarian nat- 
ionalist leader,'and has ordered state 
officials to disregard orders from the 
central government.
